CULTURAL Hints.- Almost any good soil and situation suit these popular plants. 

The best season for planting runs from September to the end of November. A few spare bulbs 
should always be planted separately to replfiC6 failures in the beds from vermiiT or other causes. 
A bed or border that has produced a heavy show of summer flowering plants needs renovating be¬ 
tween the time they are lifted and the planting of the bulbs. The soil should be loosened and 
turned over, and a quantity of well-rotted stable manure incorporated—that taken from an old 
cucumber or marrow bed is suitable. The whole should then be levelled and made firm, and the 
bulbs put in as follows:—If the bed or border is square or oblong it is best to commence at one end, 
and make a trench the requisite depth—say, 4 inches straight across. Into this place the bulbs 
at the proper intervals—say, 6 inches—or if it is intended to plant tulips, daffodils, and narcissus 
alternately in the row, the bulbs should be put cqui-distant. For directions on Forcing Hyacinths

LILIES.— The time of planting Lilies ranges from August to December, but as every day Lilies are out of the ground 
they lose something of their strength, the earlier they can be procured and planted the better. For the smaller varieties, 
plant in clumps, each bulb about 6 inches apart, leaving more space for the strong and larger species. The best mode of 
planting outdoors is in groups of three to nine bulbs in a mass. 

The depth for planting Lilies varies greatly—some species, especially those native, will not thrive unless planted deep. 
On an average, we like to plant Lilies about 9 inches below the surface, which gives stem roots a chance to assist those 
under the bulb. When planting bulbs should not be laid in a scooped-out hole, but placed on a level loosened-up bottom, 
with some nice friable soil to root into, either singly or in clumps of three to six, each bulb 8 inches or so apart, according to sort. 

For general cultivation in pots the Lily likes nice, rich, loamy soil. When the bulbs come to hand, they should be 
loosely plunged into some damp material, such as cocoanut fibre or ashes and placed in a shady and cool spot for,say, a fortnight. 

The bulbs will then be in fit condition to be placed in pots (one bulb in a 5-inch pot). The pot should be half-filled, 
with soil and the bulb put into it, and not over-watered until growth appears. As the plant grows more soil may be 
added until the pot is almost full.

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ROOM GARDENING. 

It is now not only possible, but very simple, to keep a room bright with living and growing 
flowers from Christmas to Easter by means of growing bulbs of Hyacinths, Daffodils, and Narcissus 
in bowls or basins, without any of the untidiness usually associated with plants in pots. 

This mode of room decoration was introduced by us some years since, when we offered the 
bulbs planted with shingle in gaily decorated Japanese bowls. We have lately made further experi¬ 
ments, and instead of employing shingle for the rooting material now we offer a specially prepared 
fibre, which we find very suitable, being cleanly, light, and quite odourless. See illustrations on 
opposite page. 

When our materials are used the following hints on cultivation should be followed, and. the * 
bulbs planted as follows:— 

Sprinkle fibre, which should be thoroughly moistened, over the bottom of the bowl to a depth 
of i >2 inch, carefully place the bulbs upon the fibre, taking care that they do not touch each other, 
then fill up the bowl with fibre. Although it is desirable that the fibre should be all around the bulbs, 
it must not be packed too tightly, and must cover the top of the bulbs. 

Start the bulbs into growth by thoroughly saturating the fibre with water, drain off and keep 
moist; then place the bowl in an airy room or shelf in a subdued light. When the young growth 
pierces the fibre, the bulbs may be placed on a table near a window or some other light place to mature 
their growth and come into flower. 

Below we give a list of bulbs suitable for bowls, when to start them, and when to expect them 
to bloom. The season may be extended by earlier or later plantings.

We would respectfully ask our customers when ordering grass seeds to give as much information as possible on the 
following questions; this will assist us in supplying the most suitable mixture for the particular purpose for which the seed 
is required. 

What is the nature of the soil: heavy, medium or light? Purpose for which the lawn is required. 

Is the seed required for a new lawn? If so, send a sample of soil. 

Is the seed required for renovating an old lawn? If so, send a sample of existing turf. 

Is the ground in good heart? 

Do you intend to manure the ground? If so, can you procure any well-rotted farm or stable manure? 

Is the ground well drained? Is water laid on? Quality of seed required. 

SOWING GRASS SEEDS. 

Quantity of Seed Required. 

One bushel of seeds weigh 25 pounds. A green should be divided into squares of 4 yards each way, or 16 square yards, 
and the seed required for that area should not be less than 2 pounds, which is at the rate of 2 bushels, or 50 pounds, to an 
area of 20 yards each way, or 400 square yards. 

For renovating purposes, about one-half the above quantity would be required, according to the state of the existing 
turf, for an area of 20 yards square, or 400 square yards. 

Lawns or fair green should be sown at the rate of from 6 to 12 bushels per acre.
